ANNOUNCEMENT 

This  annual  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Homoe- 
pathic  Hospital  of  the  University  of  Michigan  is  pre- 
sented by  the  medical  staff  to  show  the  continued  popu- 
larity of  the  institution  as  evidenced  in  its  records  of 
patients  treated  in  the  various  fields  of  medicine  and 
surgery. 

In  the  report  of  1910,  it  was  shown  that  the  capacity 
of  the  hospital  was  taxed  to  its  utmost  and  that  without 
additional  facilities  its  earnings  could  not  be  increased. 
The  amount  turned  into  the  University  treasury  in  191 1, 
was  a  trifle  under  that  turned  in  in  the  year  1910.  This 
is  accounted  for  by  conditions  over  which  the  staff  had 
no  control.  During  the  month  of  April  several  cases  of 
smallpox  occurred  which  necessitated  the  quarantining 
of  the  institution  for  a  period  of  six  weeks,  during  which 
time  no  patients  were  admitted  to  the  "in"  or  "out"  de- 
partments, and  thus  the  earning  capacity  of  the  hospital 
for  191 1  was  limited  to  less  than  eleven  months.  It  is 
gratifying,  however,  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  epidemic 
was  easily  controlled  and  did  not  extend  to  the  inmates  of 
the  institution.  In  spite  of  the  "scare,"  and  the  conse- 
quent depletion  of  the  hospital  during  these  weeks,  we 
regard  the  financial  showing  for  the  year  an  exceptional 
one. 

As  in  1910,  the  congested  condition  of  the  institution 
continued,  as  there  were  frequently  more  patients  in  the 
hospital  than  there  were  beds  and  at  times  some  of  the 
administration  offices  were  called  into  requisition  to  ac- 
commodate patients.  The  need  of  further  hospital  ex- 
tension was  never  greater  than  at  the  present  time.  While 
good  work  is  being  done,  much  better  work  for  both 
patients  and  students  could  be  done,  were  a  hospital  an- 
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nex  provided  to  accommodate  the  teaching  and  some  of 
the  operative  activities  of  the  institution. 

We  desire  again  to  express  to  the  profession  of  Michi- 
gan our  thanks  for  the  continuance  of  their  generous 
support  during  the  year  191 1.  It  is  only  by  such  cordial 
co-operation  that  we  can  hope  to  keep  the  college  and 
hospital  in  the  forefront  of  the  teaching  institutions  not 
only  of  the  state  but  the  country  at  large.

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  SHACKS 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  modern  hygienic  meth- 
ods in  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents authorized  the  construction  of  two  shacks  for  the 
open  air  treatment  of  this  disease. 

These,  are  erected  on  the  spacious  grounds  of  the 
homoeopathic  hospital  property,  each  accommodating  two 
patients.  One  is  for  males  and  the  other  for  females. 
We  present  here  a  cut  of  Shack  Number  One  as  it  ap- 
pears in  full  operation  during  the  winter  months. 
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These  are  the  first  buildings  of  the  kind  ever  erected 
by  the  University  authorities,  and  being  in  working  con- 
dition during  the  entire  year,  they  not  only  furnish  pa- 
tients the  latest  and  most  approved  methods  of  care  and 
hygiene,  universally  acknowledged  to  be  essential  in  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis,  but  also  give  to  students  of  the 
department  opportunities  that  are  furnished  by  few  if  any 
medical  schools  of  the  country  to  study  and  observe  the 
practical  benefits  derived  therefrom.  To  the  present  time 
results  have  been  most  favorable,  and  the  separation  of 
such  cases  from  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  has  been  fav- 
orably commented  upon  by  patients  and  the  profession. 

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

By  a  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University 
only  the  following  classes  of  Patients  will  be  admitted  to 
the  various  University  Hospitals : — 

i.  Those  whose  admission1  is  provided  for  by  special  statute. 

2.  Emergency  cases. 

3.  All  students  in  actual  attendance  at  the  University. 

4.  All   persons   bringing  letters    recommending   their    admission 

'from  their  usual  medical  attend/ant. 

5.  Any  person   applying  for   admission  to  the  University  Hos- 

pitals and  not  conning  under  any  of  the  classes  mentioned 
above  must  make  affidavit  that  'he  or  she  is  financially  un- 
able to  pay  the  minimum  fees  of  the  profession  for  such 
treatment  as  he  or  she  may  require.

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CLINICAL  DEPARTMENTS 

DEPARTMENT    OF    CU-NICAL    MEDICINE. 
PROF.     W.    B.     HINSDALE,     M.D. 

The  work  in  this  department  has  been  exceedingly 
satisfactory  during  the  year.  It  suffered  perhaps  most 
from  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  which  occurred  in  the 
spring,  but  these  cases  furnished  exceptional  oppor- 
tunities for  the  students  to  study  this  disease  which  was 
utilized  thoroughly.  The  department  of  diseases  of  chil- 
dren was  fully  represented  but  the  small  hospital  ward 
devoted  to  them  is  entirely  inadequate  to  accommodate 
those  who  apply.  The  number  of  cases  treated  in  this 
department  totals  541. 

Department  of  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases, 
prof.  w.  a.  dewey,  m.d. 

The  number  of  patients  in  this  department  was  quite 
sufficient  to  illustrate  all  the  commoner  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system  and  many  of  those  less  common.  In  the 
field  of  mental  diseases  many  cases  applied  or  w7ere  refer- 
red for  diagnosis  wtiich  could  not  be  retained  in  the  hos- 
pital for  there  are  no  accommodations  for  the  insane.  A 
small  psychopathic  annex  would  easily  be  filled  were  such 
provided.  This  department  has  had  an  increase  in  its 
equipment  which  puts  it  upon  an  excellent  working  basis 
as  far  as  the  clinical  features  are  concerned.  The  num- 
ber of  cases  presented  was  136. 

Department  of  Gynaecology  and  Obstetrics, 
prof.  c.  b.  kinyon,  m.d. 

These  departments,  always  well  represented,  were  es- 
pecially so  during  191 1.  Throughout  the  year  there  was 
ample  material   for   class   demonstrations   and   especially 
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was  this  so  in  the  obstetric  field,  the  cases  averaging  one 
per  week.  There  was  new  equipment  provided  for  this 
department  in  the  way  of  models  illustrating  diseased 
conditions  and  of  instruments.  The  total  attendance  was 
287.  This  is  all  that  can  be  utilized  in  the  clinical  time 
alotted  to  it. 

Department  of  Surgery, 
prof.  dean  t.  smith,  m.d. 

The  department  of  surgery  continues  large  and  the 
work  done  therein  for  the  past  year  has  been  particularly 
successful  and  satisfactory.  Operations  were  a  daily 
necessity  to  keep  up  with  the  work.  There  is  a  great 
need  of  hospital  extension  to  accommodate  the  depart- 
ments of  surgery  and  gynaecology.  The  Maternity 
ward  is  too  small  and  contracted.  The  increase  of  sur- 
gical work  in  both  departments  requires  extra  operating 
facilities.  At  present  one  operating  room  serves  for  four 
operators,  and  what  is  worse,  serves  for  all  sorts  of  cases, 
infectious,  septic  and  pure.  It  requires  the  utmost  cir- 
cumspection to  keep  the  operating  room  in  a  fit  condition, 
especially  when  cases  crowd  upon  it  as  they  are  doing  at 
the  present  time.  The  number  treated  in  this  department 
in  191 1  was  718. 

Department   of   Ophthalmology,    Otology   and 

Lyryngology. 

pproe.  d.  w.  myers,  m.d. 

This  is  the  largest  department  in  the  institution,  the 
number  of  casas  during  the  past  year  numbering  1429. 
At  the  rate  of  two  clinics  per  week  the  number  of  pa- 
tients presenting,  keep  not  only  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment busy,  but  his  assistants  and  members  of  'the  clas^ 
for  the  entire  scheduled  time.  In  no  department  is  the 
necessity  of  hospital  extension  better  shown  than  in  this 
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one.  Here  it  is  absolutely  imperative.  In  few  hospitals 
are  the  delicate  operations  on  the  eye  permitted  to  be  made 
in  a  general  operating  room,  and  especially  in  a  room 
where  there  have  been  septic  cases.  The  uniform  good 
results  in  this  department  have  been  made  in  the  face  of 
conditions  that  certainly  cannot  long  continue.  The 
growth  of  this  department  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  al- 
though the  hospital  was  practically  closed  for  six  weeks 
in  191 1,  the  number  of  cases  exceeded  those  of  1910  by

prof.  c.  a.  burrett,  m.d. 

This  department  which  also  includes  the  Electrical 
and  X-Ray  departments  had  a  most  successful  year,  the 
number  of  cases  being  144.  It  was  in  this  clinic  that 
equipment  wras  most  needed,  and  we  are  pleased  to  state 
that  it  is  thoroughly  equipped  and  up  to  date  at  the  present 
time.  A  new  X-Ray  transformer,  new  batteries,  new 
tables  and  new  special  apparatus  for  the  different  bran- 
ches have  been  provided.  It  stands  the  best  equipped  de- 
partment of  the  hospital  at  present.  Like  some  of  the 
others  its  space  is  crowded  and  there  is  no  adequate  ac- 
commodation for  the  fine  equipment,  but  good  work  is 
being  done  in  spite  of  these  handicaps  throughout  the 
institution.

CASES  TO  WHICH  SPECIAL  STATE  LAWS  APPLY 


There  is  a  statute  which  makes  provision  for  crippled 
children  to  be  treated  at  the  State's  expense.  This  special 
provision  is  of  particular  interest  to  county  officers  who 
are  usually  familiar  with  many  of  the  class  who  are  more 
or  less  dependent.  By  applying  to  the  county  probate 
judge  they  may  be  provided  for  at  the  hospital  and  be 
charged  to  the  State's  account.  Any  person  interested 
in  a  defective  child  who  is  indigent  and  not  knowing  how 
to  proceed.,  is  advised  to  correspond  with  the  hospital 
director  for  advice.
